Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Although Taniguchi may disclose controllable 
pixels, Taniguchi discloses these pixels arranged to form a "border" around displayable content pixels for the purpose of ehancing the 
contrast of information shown in the displayable region. Further, Taniguchi's displayable region pixels are disclosed as comprising two 
transparent electrodes, one on each sided substrate (see column 3, lines 40-46) and non-displayable region pixels as comprising only 
one transparent electrode, either on the front or back facing substrate but not both (see column 3, lines 46-50). The office interprets 
these electrodes to be substantially similar to active elements and therefore, since non-displayable region pixels don't comprise of both 
electrodes and the independent claims call for, "dummy pixels" to be analogous to regular pixels, "without containing an active element," 
the office believes Hashimoto and Taniguchi to overcome the above claim limitation and to teach the "dummy pixels" as disclosed in the 
present invention .
